3. Money Monster 

Jodie Foster’s new political blockbuster, 
Money Monster, stars George Clooney as 
a TV personality notorious as equal parts 
disreputable and magnetic, which I doubt 
was very much of a stretch. Clooney’s pro¬ 
gram advises the impressionable on risky 
investments; after losing his life’s savings 
on a bum Clooney tip, one viewer (Jack 
O’Connell) marches over to the studio with 
a gun to hold the man responsible—live on 
air, irresistibly, and shot in real time.

5. The Meddler 

Lorene Scafaria’s previous film, apocalypse 
rom-com Seeking a Friend for the End of 


the World, was ill-served by a marketing 
campaign that seemed intent on selling 
it as broad farce. The movie bombed, and 
that Scafaria would soon have another 
opportunity behind the camera was far 
from assured. But she’s back, happily, with 
The Meddler, a comic drama starring Rose 
Byrne and Susan Sarandon that premiered 
to great acclaim at the Toronto Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival in September. 

6. Certain Women 

A new Kelly Reichardt film will always 
be cause for celebration. Certain Women, 
the follow-up to her understated anar¬ 
chist thriller Night Moves, looks par¬ 
ticularly enticing: Produced by Todd 
Haynes; based on PEN award-winner 
Maile Meloy’s short-story collection 
Both Ways Is the Only Way I Want It; 
and starring Michelle Williams, Laura 
Dern and Kristen Stewart, it’s ideal 
material for one of the most important 
directors working. 



7. Hail f Caesar! 

Joel and Ethan Coen are poised to follow 
their bleak but tender Inside Llewyn Davis 
with what appears to be a rather more 
buoyant comedy: Hail, Caesar!, a period 
farce about the kidnapping of a 1950s 
movie star headlined by virtually every 
major name in Los Angeles. Critic and 
Coens authority Adam Nayman insists it 
will prove to be a covert Hollywood black¬ 
list picture, and the theory sounds plau¬ 
sible: It’s the right era, the right milieu, 
the right material—and you can only 
imagine how scathingly the Coens will do 
McCarthyism. 



8. Operation Avalanche 

Matt Johnson is something of a mad 
genius. His debut feature, Slamdance hit 


The Dirties, staged a high-school shoot¬ 
ing as a comedy and yet somehow wound 
up more serious—morally serious—than 
many of the somber takes on the subject 
that came before it. What’s next promises 
to be even more audacious: Operation Ava¬ 
lanche, a “period mockumentary” suppos¬ 
edly captured on the set of the faked moon 
landings in the ’60s, shot on expired 16mm 
film on Stanley Kubrick’s sound stage from 
2001. That’s a special kind of lunacy. 



9. Midnight Special 

Take Shelter and Mud confirmed Jeff 
Nichols as a director of enviable gifts. 
He’ll bring them to bear once again on 
Midnight Special, his first studio effort, 
made for $18 million and due out this 
spring. The so-called “sci-fi chase film” 
stars Michael Shannon—here teaming 
with Nichols for the fourth time—as 
the father of a son pursued for reasons 
unknown by parties unfamiliar. Nichols 
has said to expect a thriller in the fashion 
of early John Carpenter, which is encour¬ 
agement enough. 



10. Green Room 

This close-quarters thriller was 
received very enthusiastically indeed 
by audiences at both Cannes and the 
Toronto International Film Festival 
this year, and, as with Jeremy Saulnier’s 
excellent Blue Ruin before it, Green 
Room is set to round off its festival- 
circuit run with a few early-winter stops 
before arriving in theaters at maximum 
hype levels. Patrick Stewart leads the 
cast as a nefarious neo-Nazi pitted 
against a heroic punk band.

CONCUSSION Concussion isn't much of a 
movie, but it's a fascinating bellwether for 
where the National Football League cur¬ 
rently stands on chronic traumatic encepha¬ 
lopathy (CTE), the degenerative brain 
disease associated with many of its former 
players. As it happens, the human brain isn't 
supposed to whip against the skull like a 
crash-test dummy. Blows to the head can 
have devastating long-term effects. Much 
like The Insider, Peter Landesman's film uses 
a real-life whistleblower to expose the evils 
of a multi-billion-dollar institution. Opening in 
2002, Concussion follows Dr. Bennet Omalu 
(Will Smith), a Nigerian forensic pathologist 
who conducts autopsies in a Pittsburgh 
coroner's office. The 50-year-old body of 
Mike Webster (David Morse), a former Hall- 
of-Fame center for the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
reveals disturbing evidence of what Omalu 
would later identify as CTE. Landesman, a 
former journalist, dutifully follows the bread¬ 
crumbs as Omalu accumulates findings from 
more dead athletes, gains a powerful ally in 
former Steelers team doctor Julian Bailes 
(Alec Baldwin) and comes under intense 
scrutiny from the league, the media and 
local sports crazies. Just getting all the facts 
straight is a lot for one movie to handle, to 
say nothing of offering a thorough look at 
the metastasizing implications for the culture 
and business of America's game. The NFL 
will likely tar the film with the relentlessness 
of Scientology's attack on Going Clear. A title 
as blunt as Concussion would seem to func¬ 
tion as a narrative North Star, but scenes 
of Omalu's courtship with his wife Prema 
(a squandered Gugu Mbatha-Raw) consis¬ 
tently take the movie off-topic. Is this a film 
about brain trauma or a Will Smith vehicle?

DADDY'S HOME Here's a challenge. 

Gather some friends, pour some drinks 
and announce to everyone the premise 
of Daddy's Home, the new family comedy 
about dads competing to be pater superior. 

It won't take long: Will Ferrell is a doting 
schlemiel of a stepdad to suburban moppets 
whose biological father, played by Mark 
Wahlberg, some kind of special-ops tough, 
rumbles back into their lives on a motor¬ 
cycle as sleekly phallic as H.R. Giger's alien. 
That established, why not spend a couple 
minutes guessing at what scenes are 
certain to be in the movie. Ferrell crashing 
that bike, of course. Comical compare-and- 
contrast shirtlessness, certainly. A funny 
dog? A daddy/daughter dance? A long- 
suffering wife and mother (Linda Cardellini) 
who, to facilitate the comedy, lets her ex 
move in to the house and then takes turns 
encouraging both of these men in their jack- 
assery? Yes, yes and yes. Daddy's Home is 
composed almost entirely of setups you've 
seen from its predecessors. (Hey, that's 
working for Star Wars.) The performers are 
all skilled enough to make something of this 
tired material. Cardellini, a champion eye- 
roller, smartens up every scene she's in, 
hinting at what the script doesn't dare: That 
rather than a prize these dopes are fighting 
over, Sarah is almost as touched as they 
are. As usual in family comedies, the leads 
learn lessons. Surprise: Brad needs some 
of Dusty's cocksure cool, and Dusty needs 
some of Brad's maturity and warmth. That 
moral is just as obvious and meaningless as 
anything in Daddy's Home, but I will say this: 
It's delivered in a rousing, ridiculous dance 
number, the kind of pleasurable stupidity 
that works even if you can see it coming. (

THE GOOD DINOSAUR The Good

Dinosaur is another episodic growing-up 
adventure story, here copy-pasted over with 
the one kid obsession yet to be given Pixar's 
feature-film treatment. Still, the vistas are 
gorgeous, and the setup is clever—and cer¬ 
tain to upset creationist types. Underpinning 
the usual hero's-journey jazz is an alt-history 
what-if. Sixty-five million years ago, we're 
told, the asteroid that killed the dinosaurs 
got knocked slightly off course, whizzing 
close enough to Earth that it briefly dazzles 
some munching diplodocuses. The story 
kicks in millions of years later, The Land 
AfterThe Land Before Time. Dinos have 
thrived: They've developed agriculture, lan¬ 
guage, home-building, chicken-rearing, and 
the techniques of lesson-oriented parenting. 
Apatosaurus runt Arlo is born with two 
siblings to kindly farmer parents—Mom and 
Dad till their cornfields by nosing their sau- 
ropod faces into the dirt and nudging for¬ 
ward. How these hand- and finger-free liz¬ 
ards erect a stone silo is a mystery that the 
momentum-minded Pixar can't be bothered 
with—instead, it's in a rush to subordinate 
this science fiction Earth to a standard-issue 
Disney plot in which a young'un gets sepa¬ 
rated from family and then comes of age 
by almost dying lots of times. Soon, young 
Arlo faces tragedy and is lost in the wild, 
eager to get back home to his mother—and 
to prove himself mighty and courageous 
like his father. You'll probably cry a little, 
but you might nod off, too. One curiosity: 

This movie has a sharper, crazier psilocybin 
freak-out than the 'shroom-fueled The Night 
Before. When this comes on at your family 
Thanksgiving next year, keep an eye peeled.

THE HATEFUL EIGHT Here's to Quentin 
Tarantino's cussed perversity. The Hateful 
Eight, his intimate suspenseful western 
splatter-horror comedy, has been shot at 
great expense in the long-gone 70 mm 
format, but the movie itself is set almost 
entirely in cramped interiors. He's hired 
Ennio Morricone to score the thing, 
but don't expect rousing new western 
themes—the music is tense and loop¬ 
ing. And the first time a white character 
has a chance to speak that slur that is to 
Tarantino movies what "breakin' my balls" 
is to Scorsese's, that white guy—a walrus- 
mustachioed bounty hunter embodied by 
Kurt Russell - politely opts for "black fella" 
instead. Tarantino seems determined to 
upend your every expectation. Here's an 
octet of gun-toting bastards sitting out a 
blizzard and striving for politeness despite 
detesting each other on grounds of race, 
region and politics. It's as honest a movie as 
there's ever been about America during the 
holidays. But don't think Tarantino is chang¬ 
ing on us. Soon everyone is expectorating 
"nigger" at each other, and after reels of 
diverting 1870s tough-guy dialogue comedy, 
with bounty hunters of uncertain allegiance 
holed up in a Wyoming frontier way station, 
the movie twists into nastiness beyond any¬ 
thing you might anticipate. There are new 
elements: Samuel L. Jackson aces some 
Miss Marple sleuth work, and there's a 
moving ballad sung by Jennifer Jason Leigh. 
(To say more about her haunting, demented 
turn would spoil Tarantino's plotting.) But 
the writer/director's hallmarks abound. Here 
again are chatty killers and the pretzeled- 
history pleasure of seeing minorities 
kaboom the brains of their oppressors all 
over beautifully appointed period film sets. 
And for all its shock-talk, The Hateful Eight 
airs painful truths about race in America.

THE HUNGER GAMES: 

MOCKING JAY-PART 2 With 


the spectacular The Hunger Games: 
Mockingjay - Part2, the best in the series, 
Jennifer Lawrence closes out the franchise 
that made her the biggest star of her gen¬ 
eration. Since The Hunger Games started 
in 2012, she's starred in four of them and 
only six of everything else. Luckily, those 
other films took her to the Academy Awards 
twice, which makes the 25-year-old the face 
of Hollywood's two career tracks: block¬ 
buster royalty and the prestige nominee. 

But with the franchise's powerful climax, 
Lawrence has managed to align her parallel 
Hollywood lives and reinvent the prestigious 
popcorn flick, a crowd-pleaser with intelli¬ 
gent class. The series is no longer primarily 
interested in just one girl's survival—and, 
thankfully, it's barely engaged with the 
love triangle that author Suzanne Collins 
had to flog to keep fans interested until 
she reached her real goal: Mockingja )/s 
large, cynical questions about sacrifice 
and success. (Which, in book form, were 
almost too dense—the filmmakers were 
right to divide the last volume in two.) In the 
first Hunger Games film, we were simply 
meant to care whether Katniss Everdeen 
won. Three movies later, as Katniss helps 
Alma Coin (Julianne Moore) defeat the 
Capitol and destroy President Snow (Donald 
Sutherland), the series has become about 
how horrible it can be to win. It sticks us in 
that brutal stretch of a war where everyone 
knows the imminent outcome, but half will 
have to die to accomplish it. In victory, 
Katniss' friends aren't much better than her 
foes. In her name, rebels cheer the Snow- 
allied District 2's civilian dead just as TV 
audiences once cheered the Hunger Games 
arena. "Sometimes killing isn't personal," 
advises heartthrob Gale (Liam Hemsworth). 
Katniss is aghast. Isn't that even worse? 
(PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

IN THE HEART OF THE SEA If Melville 
were alive today, he'd spend a chunk of his 
$1,200 lifetime earnings from Moby-Dickon 
a ticket to Ron Howard's In the Heart of the 
Sea, a retelling of the doomed voyage of the 
Essex, a Nantucket whaling ship that sank 
after it was rammed by a whale. There, he 
would look up at the screen, at Benjamin 
Walker's George Pollard, and wonder, 
"What the hell did they do to my pal?" This 
isn't a bad thing. Moby-Dick was a story of 
fever and obsession. Howard and screen¬ 
writer Charles Leavitt have rejiggered 
Pollard to represent nepotism and ego as 
an inexperienced captain who bought his 
way into a job and would rather put his sail¬ 
ors at risk than return home looking incom¬ 
petent. (As fictional insults go, that isn't any 
worse than Melville transforming him into 
Ahab.) His foil is first mate Owen Chase 
(Chris Hemsworth), a romance-novel- 
worthy hunk who looks like Fabio and acts 
like Superman. Howard continually reminds 
us that it's the big business of blubber that 
steers the ship. Whale oil kept the lamps 
lit and the machines running, and Howard 
lines the cityscape of New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, with huffing smokestacks. 
The big white sperm whale they chase is 
as scarred as Freddy Krueger, each cut a 
lesson that humans aren't friends. It's the 
villain of the film, and Howard shoots from 
its serial-killer p.o.v. But Howard is also 
great at capturing the timbre of the ship, the 
creaks and snaps and the whir of the hemp 
lines. Still, you sense his crowd-pleaser's 
need to turn Melville's dark musings into a 
story of heroism, the sort of thing that earns 
more than $1,200. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

Russell has assembled boisterous, buoy¬ 
ant casts. His manic ensemble players, 
like those in Silver Linings Playbookanti 
American Hustle, carom off one another, 
their high-pitched energy keeping the mov¬ 
ies bustling and busy. Plenty of characters 
still crowd the frame and clamorously vie 
for our attention in Joy, Russell's latest, 
loosely based on the life of Joy Mangano, 
the now 59-year-old inventor of the Miracle 
Mop. But the director seems to be trying to 
emulate what used to called the "woman's 
picture," a genre exemplified by Mildred 
Pierce ( 1945), another tale of a female 
entrepreneur. Russell has built the film 
around his regulartroupe member Jennifer 
Lawrence—who is burdened by the banali¬ 
ties littering Joj/s script. Many of the movie's 
platitudes revolve around family: Joy, which 
follows its Long Island-born heroine from 
her early 20s to roughly her mid-40s, devotes 
much of its running time to illustrating the 
shopworn idea that our closest kin can be 
our stealthiest saboteurs. Joy still lives in 
her childhood home, a two-story structure 
crowded with three generations, including 
her beloved grandmother (Diane Ladd, who 
also narrates) and her own two tiny kids. 

"I don't want to end up like my family," Joy 
laments, her declaration echoing the theme 
explored in The Fighter anti Silver Linings 
Playbook (if not the words of probably every 
person who's ever sat in a therapist's office). 
Those earlier films elevated—or at least 
enlivened—that truism via the outrageous¬ 
ness of many of the players. But the disor¬ 
der found in Joy is a reflection only of odd 
tonal shifts in the film itself. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 


SISTERS If you've ever seen a dumb party 
movie, you can predict what happens in 
Sisters, the Tina Fey/Amy Poehler com¬ 
edy about sisters revisiting the Orlando 
McMansion of their youth to pack up their 
bedrooms and throw one last rager. Once 
the drugs and booze start flowing, the eve¬ 
ning is a mess: There will be fights, dancing 
and destruction, and probably foam from the 
ceiling. Suds and secrets spill all over the 
house. Fey and Poehler even divide into typ¬ 
ical archetypes. Fey's Kate is the unhinged, 
oversexed loon while Poehler's Maura has 
the self-sacrificial prudery of a kid who 
spent her life cleaning up after her older 
sister's wreckage. Their shared bedroom is 
a wreck, a jumble of detritus that captures 
growing up girl. You might get restless as 
director Jason Moore (Pitch Perfect) estab¬ 
lishes their wearily predictable dynamic. 

It's tired stuff, but after two decades of 
friendship, Fey and Poehler know how to 
sell their characters' bond. They generously 
egg each other on to look even funnier, and 
Poehler may be the best straight-woman of 
her generation. Once the bash really gets 
going, I was swept up in the chaos and hap¬ 
pily clicked off my brain. Screenwriter Paula 
Pell classes up the dumb stuff with a touch 
of depth—these revelers, mature-ish people 
with mortgages and children, savor this 
night because, as Poehler yelps, "We know 
we could die tomorrow!" Pell unabashedly 
writes for and from a female POV, trusting 
that we'll get the joke when Maya Rudolph, 
as a bitter mean girl, claims she vengefully 
flushed a tampon down the toilet and Fey 
counters, "You're pads all the way, and we 
know it!" (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide.

Disnerds, Drama Nerds and 
More Nerds! 

What to watch for in OC theater in 2016

H ow’s this for a witty and eru¬ 
dite introduction to our 2016 
theater preview: Here are the 
shows on local boards we’re 
most looking forward to this year. They 
may not be the best productions, but on 
paper (or at least on websites), they all 
seem as interesting as a consensual gang- 
bang. Disclaimer: Several theaters haven’t 
officially secured the rights or announced 
their shows for 2016, so some really cool 
shit might be missing from this list. 

Digested Disney. The Long Beach Play¬ 
house is turning its upstairs Studio The¬ 
atre into a highly interesting foundry of 
new work, inviting outside companies and 
other performing-arts entities to stage 
work there. Few of the pieces run more 
than a couple of nights, but there is a lot 
on tap in 2016, including this “high-speed, 
audience-interactive, improvisational, 
sketch parody of all the Disney animated 
films performed by two fanatics in 90 
minutes.” Considering how much this 
infernal rag loves Disney in all its incarna¬ 
tions, this one’s a no-brainer. Long Beach 
Playhouse, 5021E. Anaheim St., Long 
Beach, (562) 494-1014; www.lbplayhouse. 
org. Jan. 15-23. 

Off Center Festival. Billed as a “snapshot 
of contemporary theater,” this eclectic 
collection of works is a diverse fusion 
of theater, cinema, music, dance, pup¬ 
pets and all kinds of other stuff. Words, 
images, movement and sound turn all six 
of the featured works into convention- 
shattering pieces of highly novel expres¬ 
sion. The two that sound most intriguing 
are Nufonia Must Fall, a puppet show that 
infuses three-dimensional life into Kid 
Koala’s graphic novel and is filmed and 
edited in real time, basically creating a 
live silent film, and Sarah Jones’ Sell/Buy/ 
Date, a one-person play that dramatizes 
actual experiences of people affected by 
the commercial sex industry. Segerstrom 
Center for the Performing Arts, 600 Town

Woyzeck. There is always interesting fare 
offered at UC Irvine, which boasts one of 
the most ballyhooed drama departments 
in the country. Like this one: Begun in 
1836 by Georg Buchner, who died the 
next year, before it was finished, this play 
languished in obscurity for years until 
someone decided to “finish” it in 1913. 
Since then, Woyzeck has become a yummy 
specialty cocktail among really smart 
drama nerds, who appreciate it for its 


way-ahead-of-its-time innovation. Claire 
Trevor Theatre, 4004 Mesa Rd., Irvine; 
drama.arts.uci.edu/on-stage. March 5-13. 
The Toxic Avenger. Yes, that Toxic 
Avenger. The 1984 B-movie superhero- 
horror film that begins in a toxic dump 
in New Jersey and spawned two sequels 
was turned into a musical in 2008 and 
hasn’t stopped being performed since. 
This is its first time in the OC. Maverick 
Theater, 110 E. Walnut Ave., Fullerton, 
(714) 526-7070; www.mavericktheater. 
com. Opens April 1. 

Office Hour. Plays about Mark Rothko and 
the sweeping grandeur of Peter Shaffer’s 
Amadeus are on the back end of South 
Coast Repertory’s 2015-16 season, but 
what makes it truly worthwhile are four 
world premieres, all written by women. 
Sandra Tsing Loh’s The Madwoman In 
the Volvo is set against the backdrop of no 
one’s favorite weirdo gathering (except 
for those weirdos who go and never 
stop talking about how awesome it is), 
Burning Man; Eliza Clark’s Future Think- 
inghas a Comic-Con tie-in; and Bekah 
Brunstetter’s Going to a Place Where 
You Already Are deals with spirituality 
and morality. But the nod goes to Julia 
Cho’s Office Hour, not necessarily for the 
subject matter (isolated kid who writes 
scary stuff in class, terrifying his fellow 
students), but for the playwright, whose 
2010 piece, The Language Archive, was a 
smart, powerful and moving exploration 


of language and love. South Coast Reper¬ 
tory, 655 Town Center Dr., Costa Mesa;

The Big Meal. Dan LeFranc crammed 
nearly 80 years of a family’s evolution into 
90 minutes for this 2012 play, which is 
set in a series of Midwestern restaurants. 
The brisk pace and overlapping dialogue, 
with most characters played by mul¬ 
tiple actors as they age, were all hailed 
by those in the business of hailing such 
things. And if you like to hear people talk 
about nachos, you’ll be in the right place. 
Chance Theater, 5522 E. La Palma Ave., 
Anaheim, (714) 777-3033; chancetheater. 
com. April 21-May 22. 

Monuments. There’s a highly diverse sea¬ 
son this year at Orange County’s longest 
established storefront theater. There is a 
classic French farce by Georges Feydeau; 
an American classic by Arthur Miller (All 
My Sons); more contemporary work by 
playwrights such as Nicky Silver (Raised 
in Captivity), Rajiv Joseph (Gruesome 
Playground Injuries) and Paula Vogel 
(Desdemona); as well as new works by 
Robert Tully and Hero P. Carlisle. But the 
one that tops this list is this late-1990s 
play by former OC homeboy Steve Spehar, 
an elusive and shadowy tale of a director 
trying to mount a production of Jean Gen¬ 
et’s The Balcony but confronted by omens 
of his death. STAGEStheatre, 400 E. Com¬ 
monwealth Ave., Fullerton, (714) 525-4484;

L ooking for a copy of Laphams Quar¬ 
terly ? Or how about the latest issue of 
Artforum ? RAGS News Stand has been 
supplying Orange Countians with their 
favorite titles of printed matter for nine 
years and has sat in the same nondescript 
location since opening: a tiny shop behind 
the North Left restaurant in Downtown 
Santa Ana. RAGS carries a wide array 
of publications, priding itself on offering 
hard-to-find international magazines. 

"I'm a big people person," says RAGS 
storeowner James Kendrick. "The cus¬ 
tomer base here is broad, from CEOs to 
teens to working-class folks." Kendrick 
is the friendly, affable face who greets 
everyone. Kendrick worked for more than 
30 years as a retail grocery clerk, as well 
as a park commissioner for Santa Ana. 

He had the idea for the store about six 
years before opening while helping to 
organize events for children; he realized 
there was a need for reading material. "I 
used my life's savings to open RAGS," he 
says. "It's definitely been a roller-coaster 
ride ever since." 

Kendrick is also a big patron of the arts; 
paintings and other pieces by local artists 
for sale line the walls, while art-focused 
magazines for the creative types sit on 
the racks. Art News and the top-selling 
Juxtapoz reside beside Paris Review, Wall 
Street Journal, Lucky Peach, Financial 
Times, and countless other mags that 
relate to culture, LGBTQ, motorcycle, 
design, automotive, organic food and spiri¬ 
tual lifestyles. There are 50-cent vintage 
magazines, back issues and, of course, 
the three S's: sweets, snacks and smokes. 

Kendrick says there's a pretty good 
number of clients who rush through 
every day, but his stand is still pretty 
hidden. "I haven't given up yet," he says. 
"I'm 65 years old. But my life is here."

Her Story. Her Time 

Las Cafeteras accused by former member of being sexist sellouts

I V m practice what we 

if U preached onstage/’ 
Annette Torres 
says of Las Cafeteras. After months of 
silence, the musician spoke out about 
her strained exit from the band on social 
media last week, causing a stir in activist 
circles everywhere. She charged that Las 
Cafeteras became corporate and overrun 
by abusive men, striking at the core of the 
co-ed East LA urban folk band’s identity 
as a feminist force for good in the world. 
Wearing a Dodgers cap and looking tense 
at times, Torres, who played marimbol 
and bass, shared her experiences at a cafe 
in Whittier. “This is my story,” she says. 
“This is my time.” 

Las Cafeteras began 10 years ago with 
young Chicano kids learning to play son 
jarocho at Eastside Cafe in El Sereno. 

The band officially took form in 2008, 
performing at shows and testing out songs 
that fueled social storytelling with a new 
fusion-folk sound such as “La Bamba 
Rebelde.” Joining Torres were Denise 
Carlos, Leah Gallegos, Daniel French, 
and brothers David and Hector Flores 
at the helm. Their ascent to popular¬ 
ity had never been easy, with criticisms 
heaped on them, including charges that 
they appropriated the community space’s 
name and the Mexican tradition of son 
jarocho itself. 

But Torres’ testimony could prove to 
be most damning. “In the beginning, we’d 
sit down and all put in our views,” Tor¬ 
res says of the democracy that guided the 
recording of It’s Time , the band’s 2012 
debut album. “But the more popular we 
became, the more controlled the image 
needed to be.” And it was men, Torres 
says, who were doing the controlling in all 
areas from workshops, interviews, busi¬ 
ness, rehearsals, performances and tour 
planning. “Their whole vision was how to 
push Cafeteras to make more money, and 
it stopped being about the community,” 
she adds. The musician also charges that 
tours became opportunities for most of the 
men to bed women with macktivist charm. 

Before speaking out on social media, 
Torres aired her concerns in March dur¬ 
ing a regular meeting at the band’s La 
Mina rehearsal space in City Terrace. 
Hector and French demanded more 
work from the women, according to her 
account. She called the men “bullies,” and 
after the band meeting, Torres felt as if her 
commitment had been put under greater 
scrutiny. In early April, another series of 
squabbles got addressed at a meeting with 
Torres. “They served me with a letter of 
intent,” Torres says, fightingback tears. 


The next gathering proved to be her 
last. “The meeting didn’t end well because 
I didn’t apologize the way the men wanted 
me to,” Torres says. “Hector and David are 
my nephews. Family speaks and said, ‘Oh, 
Hector says you’re out of the band.’” 

On a chilly December afternoon, Las 
Cafeteras sat on amplifiers and chairs 
arranged in a half-circle at La Mina. Usu¬ 
ally upbeat for interviews, the musicians 
seemed solemn and worn in the wake of 
Torres going public. “The incidents that 
were talked about in her letter were in the 
span of years, not one time and not one 
meeting, which were addressed by the 
group and not her specific complaints,” 
Carlos says. The band members insist they 
never kicked Torres out and learned of 
her departure in April through a journalist 
writing about the split for a story that never 
surfaced. They do admit to cutting her 
access to the band’s social media accounts 
after that contentious meeting out of fear 
she might do something retaliatory. 

Coming off a sold-out show at El Rey 


Theatre in the midst of all the acrimony, a 
performance Gallegos called the hardest 
ever for the band, the musicians refute 
most of Torres’ claims, including that the 
men have created a “bro” space for them¬ 
selves. “This is one of the very few spaces 
as a woman that I feel that I can bring up 
these concerns,” Gallegos says. “These are 
men in my life, in a workplace, that I feel 
listened to.” 

French, usually very animated, stayed 
mostly quiet for the almost-two-hour 
interview. “I haven’t cheated on anybody 
on the road. Yeah, I have had sex on [tour], 
and what’s most important about that is 
that it’s done in a respectful and consen¬ 
sual way,” he says. 

Another issue addressed was finances. 
Their former band mate charged that 
money trumped community and a vision 
had been laid out to make a million-dollar 
empire. “We’re nowhere near making $1 
million,” the band’s treasurer, Jose Cano, 
says. “And if we make $1 million in a year, 
we’ll be making a living wage.” As support 


for their claim, the band shared a booking- 
agent survey from February in which Torres 
stated a salary goal of $50,000 to $75,000 
per year, a figure matched only by Hector. 
Las Cafeteras calculate that if every band 
member made $75,000 each, they’d have to 
generate roughly $1 million in revenue. 

Las Cafeteras aren’t the only ones talking 
about the issues surrounding Torres’ depar¬ 
ture. The band’s politically educated fan 
base responded strongly, forcing them to 
issue a statement on Facebook that sparked 
intense debate. To detractors, Las Cafeteras 
symbolized the latest revolutionary farce, a 
co-ed band intentionally taking a Spanish 
feminine name only to mistreat women in 
all its facets. “It’s hard being the example 
that’s being torn down, being called 
hypocrites and almost being dismissed as a 
woman in this group,” Carlos says. 

The band called for a community forum 
that will be held at Self Help Graphics in 
Boyle Heights, though the date and time 
have yet to be determined. But the gather¬ 
ing won’t be about Torres so much. “She’s 
the trigger to talking about all these other 
issues, but she is not the issue we are talk¬ 
ing about,” Carlos says. When asked if they 
still considered themselves a feminist band, 
Las Cafeteras exclaimed in unison, “Yes!” 

During better times with the group, 
women came up to Torres, telling her she 
was a source of inspiration, being a single 
mother following her dreams. Now, they 
are reaching out to her with similar stories 
to tell. “It’s not only bands; it’s in organi¬ 
zations,” Torres says. “These men [in the 
band] are activists; they study and read 
books. It’s very disappointing for me.” 

While Torres no longer performs with 
the band, she remains a co-owner. Las 
Cafeteras served her with a lengthy legal 
separation agreement offering a $1,000 
payout and compensation for the band’s 
work that she helped create. The terms 
sought to prevent her from making any 
derogatory statements about the band in 
media—an industry standard, according 
to Las Cafeteras. “I’m not going to sell 
my voice,” Torres says. Speaking out cost 
Torres a lot, both financially and emotion¬ 
ally. She’s currently focusing on healing, 
exploring her options and working on 
personal projects. 

The musician felt compelled to act 
because she felt she couldn’t encourage 
others to speak out if she didn’t do the 
same for herself. Torres says she never 
expected the reach to be so widespread, 
but ultimately, it all comes back home for 
her. “Personally, it’s for my girls,” she says, 
“because I don’t ever want them to be in a 
situation like this.”

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The Key to Rockstardom 

Dan Jacobs of Atreyu invents a cool new way 

to hang your keys

Y ou don’t have to be a badass 
rock star to hang your keys 
like one, thanks to Pluginz 
keychains. In February 2015, 
Atreyu guitarist Dan Jacobs and his 
brother Joe Jacobs were approached by 
Mike Stricklin with a prototype for a key 
rack. The idea was simple: a logical remedy 
for never losing your keys that music fans 
across the globe can’t help but dig. They 
designed a mini guitar-cable plug that’s 
about a quarter-inch in length and dangles 
alongside your keys. This is then plugged 
into a vintage-inspired amp that mounts to 
your wall. Collaborations with bands and 
brands followed as the company grew. 

But before they did unnecessary leg- 
work and dialed in production, they 
wanted to check in with the community 
and enlist their support. “We upgraded the 
product and began a Kickstarter campaign, 
with the goal of raising $2,000,” Dan says. 
They ended up raising closer to $11,000 
instead, and within a few months, their 
products went viral on Reddit and beyond. 

‘We never thought it would go like that, 
and soon, retailers from all over the world 
hit us up out of nowhere,” Dan says. “Guitar 
World, Revolver Magazine and 100.3 The 
Sound were talking about hanging your 
keys like a rock star.” Today, the company 
has created custom Pluginz for Morgan 
Amplification, Friedman Amplification and 
Coldcock Whiskey, with ones for Marshall 
Amplification in the works; it also counts as 
clients bands including Beartooth, Warrant 
and, of course, Atreyu. “Almost every week, 
we release a new product on our website 
that is branded to a band. For them, it’s a 
new way to market themselves, and for us, 
it’s a great way to get our product to music 
fans. There’s not a bigger music fan than 
the ones who go to shows.” 

This isn’t the first time the Jacobs 
brothers have launched a successful brand. 
In 2007, they created Rokk clothing. “It 
was kind of a classic concert T-shirt or 


metal-rock T-shirt vibe,” Dan says. “It 
was in Hot Topic, and a bunch of famous 
people started to wear it, from Kat Von D 
at the Bravo Awards to former UFC heavy¬ 
weight champion Josh Barnett and for¬ 
mer light heavyweight champion Chuck 
Liddell. It was going pretty well, but our 
biggest turning point was Monster Energy 
drink.” Atreyu were endorsed by Monster 
at the time and reached out to their friend 
Lewis Hamilton, a race-car driver and 
classic rock fan. “We made [Monster’s] 
first shirts, which were Def Leppard- 
influenced,” he recalls. “They loved it and 
ordered it, and we started making a bunch 
more.” By 2009, they had become Rock 
World Merchandise, scoring deals with 
Rockstar Energy Drinks; Nekter Juice 
Bar; and Orange County breweries such as 
Bottle Logic, Left Coast and the Bruery. 

The Jacobs brothers continue to be mas¬ 
ters in creating a product that is both aes¬ 
thetically engaging and serves a purpose, 
as well as something everyone wants to put 
their name on. Through these entrepre¬ 
neurial ventures, Dan says, he has become 
a better musician. “Getting to interact with 
clients and collaborate is a huge accom¬ 
plishment,” he says. “I’ve learned a lot 
through both companies as I go, and once I 
came back to my band, I had a clear idea of 
what was going on—why we made money 
in a certain situation or why we didn’t. 
Having a better grasp on how business 
works has helped us run our band.” 

When Dan isn’t on the Atreyu Long 
Live Tour, sipping his favorite whiskey, 
being included in the Weekly’s 20 Best 
Albums of 2015 or finding new ways to 
grow his existing companies, you can 
find him dreaming of his first restaurant 
venture. “I’ve had a few opportunities,” 
he says, “but I didn’t want to bite off more 
than I can chew—no pun intended.”

Blurred Lines 

D avid Christopher probably knows more than 
you do about being in a punk-rock band. 

After all, he had plenty of time in the genre, 
having been interested in the punk scene as a 
little kid and now as the front man for the LA/OC- 
based punk band Against All Odds. 

But now Christopher has moved on to pursue 
a career as a solo artist—and he's not focusing 
on punk music. "It's something I've wanted to 
do for a long time," Christopher says. "I actually 
brought it up to [Against All Odds] a while ago 
that I wanted to do something a little more hip- 
hop and electronic." 

When Christopher initially wanted to branch 
out into more experimental music, combining 
genres such as punk and metal with hip-hop and 
electronic, it was virtually unheard of outside of 
horrendous rap/rock/nu-metal. These days, the 
music industry is a lot more welcoming for those 
looking to think outside of genre lines. 

"Even just four or five years ago, people were 
like, 'Whoa, what are you talking about?"' Chris¬ 
topher says. "Now, the lines are blurred more. 

I'm a very creative guy, so I just want to dabble 
and mix it up. I'm always going to have punk-rock 
roots and some metal, but it's definitely fun for 
me to experiment with everything else." 

To this point, Christopher has worked with rec¬ 
ognizable faces from several different genres, most 
notably Gangsta Boo of Three 6 Mafia. He's still 
finding his own sound and working out the kinks in

each song, but it's his punk-rock mentality that acts 
as the driving force behind his new project. 

"So many things in the world today are 
bullshit and manufactured," Christopher says. "I 
don't want to be another cookie-cutter act. I'm 
sick of all the garbage that's out there, [acts] who 
are doing it for the money. We need real people 
making real music more than ever." 

With an EP due out the beginning of the year, 
Christopher still doesn't know exactly which 
direction his music is going. It might fall more 
into hip-hop, or it might be some form of electro¬ 
punk, but Christopher is far more concerned with 
having a message behind the tunes than exactly 
what type of music it is. 

"I just want to have an impact," Christopher 
says. "I have something to say, and I'm not just 
another dude making garbage for YouTube or the 
radio. I want to have a purpose and prove a lot of 
people wrong."
